The 
soil must receive proper cultivation and a dressing of suitable 
manure when necessary. For this purpose we make up special 
manures, which will be found excellent. When ordering 
manure for this purpose, particulars as to soil should be stated, 
as upon this will depend our recommendation. Our pamphlet — 
on garden manures may be consulted with advantage.

Looking back we find that we were receiving Awards for Iris so long ago 
as 1895, but the above are some of those recently made for our Famous 
Iris and give an idea of the high standard of our collection.

The flowering period of the majority of Iris commences in April and continues 
until the end of June, after which, if further flower is required from the position 
the subjects which are most satisfactory and blend best with the Iris foliage are 


Lilies and Gladioli, and these may be planted in groups between the Iris. 
IRISES are one of the most successful of all plants for Town Gardens. 


CULTURE. 


THE BEARDED FLAG IRIS, are not particular as to soil, provided that lime is 
present. If the soil is lacking in lime, some should be added before planting. They 
flower best in a dry and sunny position, and should be planted shallow, the top of the 
rhizome should be almost on the surface of the ground. Transplant directly after 


flowering, or September—October. 


THE BEARDLESS IRIS. Some of these beautiful Iris require hot and dr 
positions, some moist positions and others have a pronounced objection to lime. 
These points and other requirements are mentioned against the particular varieties 


where necessary. Transplant September—October. 


The majority of Garden Iris being hybrids and their origin, as well as that of 
many so called species, being obscure, it has been felt that it is unscientific to continue

Certainly the Paeony must rank as one of the foremost Herbaceous Plants. The 
plant is handsome, of good shape and stands well; the flowers, often fragrant, are to 
be had as singles or doubles, the colour ranges from white to crimson through all 
shades of cream and pink, one species being yellow. 


Paeonies are divided into two classes, the strictly Herbaceous Paeony and the 
Tree Paeony with woody stem. 


They are not particular as to soil, but are one of the plants which fully repay a 
liberal dressing of well rotted manure. With this attention, blooms of enormous size 
are produced. They are suitable for Herbaceous Borders or Shubberies (not too 
shaded). In America these wonderful plants are one of the most appreciated and we 
wish to make them more popular in this country. A little patience is necessary as the 


Paeony will not give a good show of bloom the first year, they need to become 
established and should not be disturbed. 


CULTURE.—To grow Paeonies successfully, they should either be in beds by 
themselves at 3-ft. apart, or given good, well-manured stations. The ground should 
be trenched 3-ft. deep and well mixed with half-decayed manure. When well estab- 
lished, lift and divide them every fourth year, enrich the ground and re-plant.

The genus is roughly divided into the Mossy (varieties with mossy-green foliage 
which require a moist shady situation), Encrusted (varieties which have silver- 
encrusted leaves, and thrive on dry ledges of the rock), and London Pride (varieties 
which are so well-known as edging plants).

NOTES ON CULTURE. 


CLEMATIS are free flowering climbers, and on account of their gorgeous flowers . 
well repay a little special attention. They sometimes fail on account of their inability 
to withstand the heat of the sun on their slender stems. For this reason, they do better 
when the stems are shaded by other subjects, and in case of Pergolas, they should be 
planted on the north side of the poles. They must be firmly tied up when young or the 
stems are apt to bend and split in the wind. They are gross feeders and the ground 
should be well prepared with rotten manure and sharp sand. Special care should also 
be taken to prevent slugs and snails from destroying the spring growths next to the soil. 
An occasional watering with liquid manure during summer is very beneficial.
